Britain: / The deputy secretary of the Ministry of 
Aviation has rotd a US embassy official that he "per- 
sonally regretted” the failure of the US and UK to work 
out a cooperative arrangement for developing a super- 
sonic transport (SST), and implied that the matter 
might still be reconsidered. The embassy in London 
was unable to ascertain whether he was expressing a 
personal or officially stimulated view. Under a French- 
British agreement signed late last year the two coun- 
tries are jointly developing a Mach 2.2 commercial 
SST, the . Concorde, whose first flight is scheduled 
for 1966. II I 
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Dominican Republic: The ruling triumvirate is 
still plagued by squabbles among its backers, and 
military elements are considering a countercoup. 
Several middle-level armed forces officers, long dis- 
gusted with the profiteering and neglect of duty of 
their leaders, reportedly are promoting plans to oust 
the triumvirate. The would-be plotters do not appear 
strong enough to act soon, according to US military 
officials in Santo Domingo. 
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
